Empire State 
Building Emptied 


By High-Up Fire 


NEW YORK (AP)— A trouble­ 
some fire whipped through a pipe 
shaft running the height of the 
102-story 
Empire State Building 
today, shooting flames into offices 
an eighth of a mile above the 
ground. 
Firemen closed two floors of the 
building—the world’s tallest— as 
they continued finding and fight­ 
ing 
smouldering blazes. 
No in­ 
juries were reported. 
The building was twice evacua­ 
ted, the first time before dawn, 
the second time when the bulk of 
the 16.000 people who man the 910 
offices 
in 
the 
super-skyscraper 
had begun to arrive for work. In 
all, 60.000 persons normally move 
through 
the 
man-made 
colossus 
each day. 
By 9 a.m., 
the 
building 
was 
finally reopened, but firemen con­ 
tinued to bar persons from the 
66th and 67th floors. 
Flames had badly damaged of­ 
fices on the 64th, 65th and 66th 
floors, and at one time or anoth­ 
er, evidence of fire was seen on 
eight floors.

bodily function (a so-called meta- 
bolis disorder), or a disturbance 
in the body’s hormonal balance. 
Various treatm ents have been 
used to attack the disease from 
every angle. 
Blood 
transfusions 
may give temporary relief. When 
there is enlargement ai the liver 


or spleen. X-ray treatm ents may 
halt the disease for a while. 
Many drugs have been tried. Ni­ 
trogen mustard is one of the* best 
because it attacks the tum or cells 
vigorously: however, it has a nar­ 
row margin of safety. That is. the 
dose must be controlled with ex­ 
treme caution as the drug is also 
highly poisonous to the normal 
cells. Undesirable side reactions 
are common. 
Two drugs that arc closely re­ 
lated to nitrogen m ustard have 
been developed recently and they 
are said to be much better toler­ 
ated than the older drug. They 
have been given the serial num­ 
bers U-7824 and U-8344. 
They are still considered experi­ 
mental but if they prove suffici­ 
ently effective they will be given 
names by the m anufacturer. 
Another laboratory has found 
that a drug extracted from the 
common 
periwinkle 
and 
called 
leuocristine is capable of causing 
remissions in persons with leu­ 
kemia and other malignant tu­ 
mors. 
Much toil and patience is re­ 
quired in any work on new drugs, 
especially those for use against 
chronic 
diseases.

university medical schools, large 
drug concerns and private chari­ 
table organizations such as the 
Leukemia Society (405 Lexington 
Ave., New' York, N Y.)

R. R. Dedolph, a horticulturist, 
and H. E. Larzelere, an a g ric u l­ 
tural economist, were not con­ 
vinced. To help them, they select­ 
ed a consumer preference panel. 
The researchers divided toma­ 
toes into six groups according to 
color" from green to pink to 
term ediate red to full red. The 
tomatoes were grouped according 
to their per cent of red color— 
IOO per cent, 80, 60, 40, 20 and no 
color. The panel was asked to 
choose their favorites. 
At 
first 
glance, 
the 
results 
seemed to substantiate the belief 
that the redder the tomato, the 
better the consumer likes it. The 
panel 
m em bers’ choices 
clearly 
showed a preference for IOO, 80 
and 60 per cent color over the 
40, 20 and no color tomatoes. 
But then came 
the 
surprise. 
Fruits showing 80 per cent color 
were chosen by 92 per cent of 
the panel as either their first or 
second choice. The IOO per cent, 
full-red color was named first or 
second choice by only 70 per cent 
of the panel. 
Dedolph 
and 
Larzelere 
con­ 
cluded that 80 per cent of full 
red would be the best bet for re­ 
tail stores because the tomatoes 
would also have a longer life than 
the IOO per cent, full-red kinds.

tomatoes 
reduce 
the 
gamble of having the fruits de­ 
teriorate in the store before they 
can be sold.
